Tho London 
and China Expres’ of 26th’ Sept.. thes’ 
concludes .an article,-on this subject, 
which fairly represents the feeling in 
Hongkong:— : : 
With the medical’ committee's report the 
correspondence ends, We are far from 
believing in the continuance. of such o 
brutal and demoralising punishment ag the 
cat under ordinary circumstances. We have 
stood beside the shivering wretches at the 
whipping post'in Hongkong; and seen their 
flesh creep at every stroke, and can only 
but regret that such a mode of dealing wit 
human beings ie necessary.- Bub it is 
necessary ; and while the necessity con- 
tinues it should be administered, It won't 
do for Dr. Ayres to say that such and such 
is done in India, and therefore ought to- be 
done in Hongkong. - There can be no com- 
parison hetweon tho places. India has to 
be taken as o whole, and so taken it cannot 
be said that serious crimes among its teem- 
ing millions aro very numerous. Bu 
Hongkong has always beon—and under the 
present Government is more than ever—a 
city of refuge to.which the most des; erate 
criminals from the mainland flee. These 
scoundrels do-not seta man’s life at a pin’s 
fee, when it stands between them and some 
paltry. gain, ond the cat is, we ‘hold, 8 most 
salutary deterrent. So long as we’ have

More than that, I regard it also as a 
certain proof that the English nation, who 
has always done so much for the exp’ora- 
‘tons in the Arctic sea, will not-desist from 
continuing to send out new expeditions un- 
til all the Arctic problems are completely 
solved, As.a Swede I hope that this will 
not be the last time that our countries meet 
on the,arena of the foy regions, 

Arctic expeditions have anpecial claim to 
the immense interest with which thoy are 
embraced in your country, for it is a fact 
that the first attompt of Mngland to become 
an ocean-faring nation consisted. of equipp- 
ing several ships for a voyage. from. Thames 
to the far Oathay by way of Northern Si- 
boria, It is more than 850 years ago when 
these ships Jeft. England amidst great’ fes- 
tivals and in the presence of the Council 
and the full Court of Queen £lfsabeth,” 
Every ono was go sure: of the success that 
the vessels; for the first time in England, 
were protected with plates of lead against 
sea worms of the tropical sea. 

It is true, these ships did not get much 
further than to the North-Cape*and the 
White Sea and that the gallant commander 
cir Hugh Willoughby and most of the crew 
died of scurvy, but-this first North-east 
voyage gave rise to the immense trade be- 
tween England ‘and Russia, which never 
was interrupted before the Crimean war 
and which I hope will yet develop and 
extend itself to Siberia without a second 
discharge from the clouds on the political 

orizon. . —! 

I muat repeat it once more that this un- 
successful attempt to find ‘the North-east 
Passage was the very first gorm of the sea- 
golog merchant fleet in Englind.

The relations of Germany and Russia are 
just now exciting great interest, and are in 
‘& measure ompane 3 o bitter enmity exists 
between the podples of the two eroplrer, 
and a serious rupture is evidently pending 
betwoen' the governments. Germany has 
-tredg-an allistce with Austria, and we alec” 
hear ‘hat Germany is to raise a now Ioan, 
With these facts before us, the threat of 
8 Berlln. military journa', hurled in the 
face of the Russian. offical journal, that 
Germany would make an alliance with 
Chins, must be looked at in more eerious 
light: than one would_be. disposed-to do at. 
the firat thought of Teutonic and Celestlal 
allies, But the question as to how a pro-

the ‘‘naval and military power of China” is 
more the speculation of home j urualists 
than anything else. Germany might gain. 
something by the possession of the ports 
of the erstern, coast of Siberia, but it

The writer apparently is 
under the impression that Germany would 
have no more to do than. to pay a good 
round aum of money to the Government: of 
China, and that the latter would then 
furnish men for an invasion of Russian 
territéry-under the direction of German 
Officers, Although China has had a long 
quarrel with Russia over the Kuldja 
territory, that does not warrant the as- 
sumption that she would be willing to 
fight Russia on the fortified Amoor; and, 
moreover, the writer in the Economist 
cannot haye any very intimate knowledge 
of tbe diaposition of the Chinese, when 
be sssumes that’ they could s0 easily 
be brought into other psople’s quarrels, 
frdux which they could, ‘by following their 
own course, hold themselves. ‘high and 
aloof,” and. would not be unfavourably 
affected whatever the result of a war 
between Germany and Russia might be. 
And there is another point which must not 
be left out of consideration, namely that 
the Kvidja dispute is settled, and a-treaty 
is made. between Russia and China; the 
territory which (hina claimed and fought 
‘for, is. to be given up to her. 1t is not 
known yet what the exact terma of the 
Russo-Chinese treaty are, but it is not un- 
reasonable to suppose that Russia has 
obtained a guarantee from China which 
will put Germany « day behind the fair, if

Tam the daughter by a Chinese mothor 
of a foreigner, who parted from my mother 
directly after I waa born, am now in

away from my mother, chiefly with frionds 
of hers, whose masters ‘aro moatly employed 
away from home, and. who Consequently do 
not object to an extra female in the house, 
I can speak the Mandarin language, the 
Shanghai language, and Oan:ones +, bot my 
atudies have beou carried on entirely in this 
latter langaage. My mother has, at a 
great expense to herself—forty dollars a 
year—now placed me at a boarding achool. 
She is very anxious to squeeze my feet, in 
order that I may have a chance ,of marry. 
ing a gentleman, but her master will not 
hear of such a thing, 1 have no idea what 
will become of me in the long run, but } 
hope to be married to some Tespectabla 
halt-breed, of whom there are numerous 
desirable matches employed as clerks in 
shanghai end Hongkong, 3 can never be 
the wife of a Chinese as long as 1 have 
large feet. I and one other girl ara the 
only two boarders in the achool, and we 
both have large feet. The other boarder'Is a 
slave (mui-tear), who is being educated bya 
local magnate, snd fed up for the marriaze 
market, There’are over 20 day scholars, 
ranging from four to seventeen: years of 
age. AlJl of thom are carried on the backs 
of thelr nurses both to and from the school 
house.

The xeport is: headed, is We 
would expsct with several Leavy black lines 
which read :—“ An Oriental fete, the Chi- 
nese Consul-General celebrates his third 
decado birthday ;—a scene’ of ‘magnificence, 
and gonerous honpitality.” The article it- 
self isasfollows:— : 


During the past three days the Obinesze 
Consul-General of California, Ohen Shu 
Tany, has been celebrating one of the most 
important festivals in his life. It is the 
third decade birthday. Of the mandarin 
class and weating the red button, it is the 
{mmemorial custom of ‘his Cult on each 
successive ton years after their twenty-first 
year of age to have a-grand birthday cele- 
bration. It lasta three days, on the two 
first of which the celebrant receives oalls of 
congratulation, and on the last he gives a 
grand party, concluding with a dinner, to 
those who bave paid- their reepects to him. 
It isa point in high Ohinese Etiquette not 
to invite any one previously to the party, 
bot as friend after friend calls on the first 
dsy of the anniversary and, after the ex- 
pression of good wishes, is about to leave, 
it is suggested to him that the feast ia going 
to be held and it is proper for him to attend 
it. Asa learned Chineseremarked, “Should 
I invite any one to attend my birthday 
celebration without their having previously 
offered mo their respects, it would look as 
though I was doing so at the behest of 
egotism, and waa bidding for friendly ra- 
membrances that were not felt for me.” 
The culmination of Chen Shu Tang’s Fete 
ocourred in the Wie Tie Ping Theatre, on 
Jackson Street, yesterday. It began at 
noon and lasted until midnight. The walls 
of the theatre were handsomely decorated 
with scrolls of red eatin inscribed with 
golden lettera, embroidered pictures” on 
ailk, and many colored soreona and 
hangings. From the ceiling hung va- 
rious colored lanterns, baskets’ of real 
and attificlal flowers, interspersed with light 
gas jets. Near the inner entrance of the 
theatre was a dais, on which:a large centre- 
table covered with a red-and-gold, cloth, 
on ‘which rested numerous fancy objects 
in bronze and porcelain, and small fancy 
screens, all of which were presents, to the 
giver of the. entertainment. Over these, 
against. the wall, was a very large red 
patin scroll, on which was worked “in silk 
embroidery the picture of-a Obinese cele- 
brity whose years bad been as long as 
Methusaleh’s, whose children ‘had been aa 
many as those of Augustus the Strong, 
and whose wealth had been scarcely less 
than that. of Croesus. A paragon of a 
Queen of Beauty. was doing him homage. 
This gift to Chen Shu Tang had* been 
presented by forty of his intimate friends, 
and was symbolical of thelr wishes for 
his fature. Op this dafs he sat dur 
ing the wholo of his fdte, receiving and 
successively briefly entertaining the gues 8 
as: they arrived. Upon the floor of 
the. theatre, which had been formed 
by building over the orchestra and par- 
quette, were arranged fifty elegantly carved 
black tables, to each of which were eight 
chairs, covered with red ‘housings. . Im- 
mediately in front of the stage were a row 
of chairs covered with red satin trimmed 
with gold, to which the more distinguished 
guests wero invited, In front of the gallery 
was a lirge gauze acreen extending aronnd 
the circle, behind which were accommodated 
over a hundr-d of the elite of Chinese 
female scoiety, biddén from the gaze of the 
promiscuous, but fully able to witness all 
that was going on, They wore arrayed 
in all the colors of the rainbow. “The 
variety and gaudy cffact of tho head 
dressings were marvellous, Awid this 
circle of the recherche and small’ footed, 
a host of children were playing in a 
solemnly Indicrous:manner. A theatrical 
performance lasted from the bagtnning 
to the ond of the fete, and the sweet sounds 
of the tom-tow, one-stringed fiddle, ‘and 
cymbal, lent an inspiriting charm’ to the 
scene, Light lunch was served all day, by. 
@ host of attendants, aud ut half-paat six 
o'clock 9 state dinuerof forty courses was 
served, The guests-included all the pro- 
minent, Chinese vf the city, numbering over 
four hundred, and, in addition, Admiral 
and Mrs Calhoun, from Mare Jeland ; J. C. 
G. Kennedy and: wife, of Washington, 
D. C.; Mrs General Bidwell, of Chico-; 
Professor and Mrs Pomeroy, of this city ; 
Conaul F. A. Bee, and a number of others. 
In Chinese circles the entertainment was

The 
shooting in this part is almost nil, as, with 
the exception of a few chikoor, pigeons, 
and doves, there is no game atall, The 
road from Simla to Pangi is in a great 
many places very, bad, and wants locking 
after. A man who had chargo of one place 
where the road. was coustantly falling in 
between Ggoraand Sarhan, said he had not 
had any pay or seen a. road officer for six: 
months, and yet he was expected to keep 
the road in repair and pay the coolies, He 
seomed a capital man, and certainly did the 
best he could, but thought it rather hard 
lines getting no pay. You can hardly call 
Chini or Pangi a glacial. retreat, The 


snows on the heights look close, but are.at- 


least 16 or 20 miles. off.as the crow flies, 
and to get to them would be several days’ 
march, Except in winter, there: are no 
snows in either plate.
